FALL ON THE FARM. 

Agricultural Fairs—The Food of Btoek 

8«-«-rl Corn. 

it is doubtful il anv farmer has h suf¬ 
ficiency it manure for all of his crop^ 
ana the failure to use fertilizers liberal 
ly causes them a loss. Leaving aside 
the question of the auperioritv of manure 
or fertilizer!, the point is how much 
manure is on the farm. Plants mn§l 
have food, and if the fanner Is too econo¬ 
mical in the purchase of fertilizers he 
may save too much in that direction and 
lose much more by not supplying hit 
crops with the needed plant foods. 

It will be an advantage to every far¬ 
mer to visit the agricultural fairs In 
order to keep well informed In regard 
to the many new implement* and ma¬ 
chinery that are invented every yea* 
It is important to use the best labor- 
saving appliances. 

The profits depend on tho condition in 
which the field is left after the crop is 
removed.* If the crop has been a large 
one, tho land may be poorer than before, 
and this loss of fertility lessens the 
profit, as a larger amount of manure or 
fertilizer must be applied next season. 
It is difficult to arrive at a correct know¬ 
ledge of the profit derived in'a single 
year, but with the keeping of strict ac¬ 
counts something should be known in 
three year- If the vield.s decrease the 
farmer should not nesitato to procure 
fertilizers if his manure heap is small. 

Ground wheat, when used w ith cooked 
turnips, carrots, or small potatoes, will 
induce rapid gain in stock. Varity of 
feed i9 also necessary in order to pro¬ 
mote the thrift of tne animals. Keep 
them in good appetite. 

The seed corn for next year cannot 
be too dry. Let the select oars re¬ 
main-on the stalks until the ’eaves turn 
yellow and the kernels are hard and 
dry, then hang the ears up in a dry 
place. 

The frequent advice tfflat working¬ 
men in tne cities should go on tho 
farms is not always good. The city 
resident would make but little pro 
gross with the plow , cultivator ana at 
milking and aoiug chores. Ho could 
learn, but tbe farmer will not employ 
unv hut experienced persons if he can 
avoid it, us too much personal super¬ 
vision K required, Yet the formers 
arc s. !dom supplied with experienced 
help. 

Thc fruit market was not overstocked 
with choice fruit this year, and good 
prices were obtained despite the dill 

times and iow wages.

The 
catching of the bullet is easily explained. 
In the first place, to accomplish it, the 
conjuror must procure an old-style cap- 
lock. amooth-bore musket, some jiowder, 
cap* and a leaden ballet All tlxesq must 
be perfectly free from juiv deception. Now 
we come to the ramrod. Therein lies the 
whole mystery of the trick. It is con¬ 
structed with u small metnlie tul>o clos¬ 
ed at one cud and ho arranged as tq 
become detached from the end of the ram¬ 
rod an well.

In* Gananoque in future all persons 
who are heard swearing on the public 
streets will he prosecuted. It wouldn’t 
be a bad idea for the town council of 
Napanee to take this into their serious 
consideration. A similiar regulation 
here might be fruitful of good results. 


According to Mackenzie Bowell the 
National Policy is still the great pana¬ 
cea for all the ills that atliict Canada. 
Under it ho will lead the old brigade 
to certain Waterloo. Sir John Thomp¬ 
son recognized that the old policy had 
outlived its usefulness and under what 
was termed a lopping off of the mould¬ 
ering branches an attempt at a re¬ 
adjustment of thejtariff was made but 
the influence of the* manufacturer 
proved too strong and it ended in a 
miserable fiasco. On the question of 
tariff reform the Liberals and the Pat¬ 
rons are a unit and in many other re¬ 
spects their platforms are almost iden¬ 
tical. if the Patrons are honestly de¬ 
sirous of securing a reduction of the 
tariff they will not nominate candi¬ 
dates in constiuencies where Liberals 
have a priority claim and a moderately 
sure chance of winning over the con¬ 
servatives if the fight is not a triang¬ 
ular one. We are well aware that the 
Patron leaders are just now asserting 
that the Pa* jns will seek no affilia¬ 
tion with v.ther of the old parties, but 
it would be well for them to remember 
that this was not what was represent¬ 
ed to the farmers by the organizers of 
the Order. It was stated by them that 
the Patrons had no intention of form¬ 
ing a third party, but would give their 
support to the candidates of either of 
the old parties who would agree to 
honestly endeavor to secure the reforms 
that the Patrons demanded. The Lib¬ 
eral party has all r along fought the 
battles of the farmer. Hon. Wilfrid 
Laurier has said that if it came to a 
question between the interests of the 
manufacturer and that of the farmer 
he would sacrifice the manufacturer 
every time. We are anxious for tar¬ 
iff reform and we do not care whether 
it is brought about through the agency 
of the Patrons or the Reformers, so 
long as it Is brought about. But it 
can easily bo perceived that with three 
candidates in the field, and the Patron 
and Reformer advocating for tariff re¬ 
form the election of the high tariff 
candidate would beassured. By split¬ 
ting up the vote in constituencies 
where they have not the ghost of a 
show of winning, with three candidates 
in the field, the Patrons would bo play¬ 
ing into the hands of the Tories and 
might bring about what they least de¬ 
sire, the return of the present corrupt 
Government.

The fee is only $10 
a year. Tho Ericsson telephone is used. 
Through that telephone you can speak 
with your friends in nearly every city 
of tho realm, antUf you want it vou can 
even putyourselfTft^pmmunicatlon with 
the people of Norwft«and\»Denm«rk, 
these countries being connected with 
Sweden by telephone. For telephoning 
in Stockholm and to places within a 
radius of 50 miles from that city the 
subscriber tor an Ericsson telephone 
does not pay a cent over the annual fee, 
but for telephoning over a longer dis¬ 
tance an extra fee is demanded This 
fee is very moderate. For instance, a 
three-minute conversation between tho 
cities of Malmo and Sollefted—a distance 
about twice the distance between Detroit 
and Chicago—costs only 27 cents apd 
six cent9 extra for every exceeding 
minute. Connections from the Stockholm 
General Telephone Company’s net to the 
Government telephone net and vice 
versa are made all over Sweden, for 
which a small charge of onlv 2$ cents is 
demanded. 

The State is, a competitor for tele¬ 
phone patronage. From 1877 to 1889 
telephone service was developed through 
private enterprise. However, from 1889 
things changed. The Government then 
by means of tho board of telegraphs 
commenced to compete vigorously w’ith 
the private lines by laying the inter- 
urban double-wired lines between the 
most important towns and places and by 
the purchase ol private networks. The 
State telephone has developed to an 
enormous aegree and replaced many of 
tho afdro-mentloned telephone clubs or 
telephone companies. These, notwith¬ 
standing their merits concerning tele¬ 
phony. havo- generally been handi¬ 
capped by very considerable, faults and 
disadvantages, chiefly caused bv the 
want of unanimity when building and 
manngingthe linec— ' 

In spite of the higher fee charged for 
State telephone intercommunication, it 
has therefore generally been found to 
be more profitable to allow the State 
telephone to: assume tho whole. Tho 
Diet, notwithstanding the great import¬ 
ance of this new means of communica¬ 
tion, has generously granted large ap¬ 
propriations to the State telephone. Tho 
central and southern parts of the king¬ 
dom are already connected by double- 
yrired lines. In the north many such 
connections afo made and are being still 
further extended and completed. 

At the close of tho year 1893 tho net¬ 
work of the State telephone intercom¬ 
munication included 255 central and 
district stations, the combined length of 
the wlrei boing more than 17,Quo miles. 
Thfl number of apparatus in use is 
about 14,000, of which 500 were at the 
stations and the balance used by the 
subscribers. 

Among the private companies there 
can bo no, doubt that the Stockholm 
General Telephone Cqmpanv occupies 
the very foremost position, l(g central 
station Is the largest and best arranged 
in the world. Originally Intended for 7,- 
000 lines, it can now, in consequence of 
certain alterations, open as many as 11,- 
000 lines. July 1, 1894, the company 
had 0,727 subscribers. The total 
length of private telephones wires at 
the same time was apput 2o,0(j0 mijes, 
with 430 centrals and 17,800 Apparatus. 
Thus in the entire realm there were 
more than 44,600 njile* of telephone 
connections, 685 central and district sta¬ 
tions, and 31,000 telephone appartqs in 
use. 

Notwithstanding the low fees charged 
from subscribers tne Stockholm General 
Telephone company is able to pay a 
large annual dividend to its sharehold¬ 
ers, many of whom are among the mo 9 t 
prominent men In the kingdom. Engin 
eer H. T. Cedergren is the director gen¬ 
eral of the company. He is favorably 
known within telephone circles Jn the 
United States, having twice visited this 
country.

In twelve or thirteen days it 
will carry goods from the Baltic to 
Vladivostok, as against the six or eight 
weeks now required.- The tsa aud silks 
of China would go west via the Siberian 
Railway rather than by way of tho Suez 
Canal or around the Cape. The railway 
will, moreover, vitalize the resources of 
vast regions now torpid for want of com- 
munientious. The empire is wanting in 
arteries of commerce. It line but 20,000 
miles fo railroad. Its navigable streams 
are numerous, but by reason of extremes 
of heat and cold they aro navigable, ns 
a rule, only in the spring and autumn. 
The Black Sen may be -blocked bv Tur¬ 
key or Enjland. The rivers of Liberia 
emptying into the Arctic Ocean are prac¬ 
tically of no value for transportation ex¬ 
cept in their upper courses, and. for part 
of the year. The isolation of vast areas 
of Siberia practically destroy* their great 
value for purposes of agriculture and min¬ 
ing. With better means of communica¬ 
tion imputation would in Russia flow 
east, just as in the Tinted .States the 
construction of the trnncontineutnl line* 
caused it to flqw west. The natural 
resources are there; accessibility will 
bring them speedy development. Already 
the»annunl product of gold and silver in 
Siberia is very large, though its produc¬ 
tion is made expensive from want of 
modern menus of transportation, but with 
the building of the Siberian Railway the 
product will probably be much increased. 
The wealth oi the region to be traversed 
in iron, coal, salt and precious stones is 
well known.—Baltimore Sup.

LESSLY AND SECURE.

Every Canadian knows Charles Be resford 
through his sui»eitb handling of the 
little gunboat Condor at the bombard¬ 
ment of Alexandria. Frederick Villiers, 
tin* famous war correspondent of Tbe 
I/<mdon Graphic, who was on the Condor, 
tedd me the story of the fight, and it was 
like youug blood iu an old man s veins 
to bear it. 

Lord Charles was ordered by his admiral 
to stay out of the heavy fighting, as bo 
did not consider tho Condor big enough 
to stand the heavy guns of the fort- at 
Alexandria. Mr. Villiers told me that 
the Irish commander of the Condor cried 
with rage and vexation when the order 
was signalled to him from tho flag-hip. 
LMjyjs than an hour afterward he did 
tl.ut which would have caused his court 
martial uml disgrace if he had not woffe 

lie deliberately disobeyed orders, and 
ran tb<> little gunboat under the fire of 
the f<irt*v"and while tbe big bulldogs of 
tho English Nftvy were booming out 
large noises as bulldogs will, be silenced 
the guns of tho Egyptians. But, after 
all, every man loves pluck and gameneee. 
Tho American sailor- ou the yards of 
the American vessels in the Alexandria 
Bay cheered, and the sailors on the 
English ships, who like a good fight, for 
or against them, did the same. Even the 
English udmiral, who should have or¬ 
dered his subordinate under arrest, ran 
up the signal: 

“Well done, Condor/' 

When Lord Charlee went aboard tlie 
flagship his sujsTior officer -wore at 
him softly and then cried over him, and 
then told him ho woe “A dnmtued brave 
blackguard, just a* I would like a son 
of inino to be.” 

There have been more classical and 
scholarly things written and said, but 
I>crhap* tbe English admiral said what 
he meant, and some men nowadays arc 
afraid to do that. 

The course of promotion is slow D4 the 
English navy. There are no wars now 
and naval officers as a rule do,mot com¬ 
mit suicide. It was not«UQtil after his 
fainoiiH feat at Alexandria that Lord 
Charles Bercsford was mode a captain. 
Prior to IM* h# bad acted os a com¬ 
mander. In 1884 Lori Beresfnrd bad 
charge of the naval brigade with Lord 
Wolsclcy. his fellow countryman in com¬ 
mand of the futile Nile expedition. Ilejes- 
ford was iu immediate command of the 
machine guos at Abu Kira, and hid luck 
was with him there, lot he was the only 
man iu charge of tho gtrij* who was not 
killed. 

Lord Charles wa* elected a member of 
Parliament from Waterford in 1874, but 
very seldom appeared in tbe House, as 
he was usually on naval duty. In J880, 
under the wave of Liberalism or th<1 op¬ 
position of the Irish supporters of Mr. 
Gladstone, Lord. Charles lost hi- seat, 
lu 1805 hi won it back again and holds 
it yet. Premier Salisbury, who rather 
admires tbe aggressive Irishman, named 
him ns a Lord of the Admiralty* lnl888, 
and then came a stirring of dry and urfe- 
less bones iu tb*P English navy. He merci¬ 
lessly expiscd frauds and humbugs. 

For the first time in many years the 
Admirnlt; officers bad no dsal with ft 
man who knew what he talked of, and 
who had fought his way to the front 
without f*ar or favor. He was not 
wauled ind he did not last. H<> met 
stupidity and crass arrogance at every 
turn, and iu 1888 he resigned a* a Lord 
of the Admiralty in blank disgust. 

The imn at the head of tbe navy knew 
that it would not do to let i| man of 
the capabilities and experience and jxissl- 
bilities cf Lord BerosJonl go out of the 
service, so he was appointed Captain of 
the first ejass vessel Undaunted, flag¬ 
ship of the Mediterranean squadron. 

Lord Charles is a fine typ<* of the jjp»n 
who rondo England’s name great on the 
sea. In appearance he somewhat sug¬ 
gests Hubert IngersoH, save that he is 
not so tall or exuberant. Otherwise he 
resc:nbl*s Colonel IufiMpioll in that h- 
i- -motth-shaveo, and has a broad upon 
face that most people like without know¬ 
ing exactly why.

Within 
a space five mibMi in leugtb and three 
mill** in width roams a herd upon whose 
side- the branding iron bus never been 

( daced, ami around whose horns the 
ariat has never tightened. Bat a score, 
or even fewer, of them have ever seen 
a man or horse or other animal ot their 
kind, and. in fact, their kin, egetpt at 
a distance of nearly 600 feet high 
above tb'm. The Ut* Indiaus cal) them 
“p check-up," or red bnffalp. And vet 
if an Indian who has seen them should be 
naked about It, be wymld l&ogh and 
shr.ke his head, and all tbs lnlOirafttion 
obtainnbl* would bo : “P'cbeek-up: ’em 
red; no ketch ’em.” There arc mor* than 
i thousand of this herd, and yet no man 
own* them; nor is there a man. whitg 
or black or copper colored, who however 
been able to posses* a single hoof of 
these fat and tempting tfeevMf 
The cattle are in a prison. Out ol it 
is one method of escajfc, but to travel 
that road mean* death to the adventur¬ 
ous one. There is no wnj to get 

in exceirt it be by use of * a rope a 
thousand f*et in length. As the Indians 
nay: “Heap ses ’em; no ketchum; no 
come away,” On tbe two long sides 
of the oblong space in which these cattle 
roam rise precipitous and even concave 
rock- for 600 and 000 feet-yawning black 
nod insurmountable. At either end seethes 
arid rushes tho Yampa or Bear River. For 
mile* above and miles below it phiDges, 
and stumbles on in its headlong haste 
to reach the arn* of it* parent, the 
scarce! v less tumultuous, but deeper Green 
River. ‘Like the wonderful flat top moun¬ 
tain of Colorado, .this home of the Im¬ 
prisoned herd ha* no likeness in the 
world. It recalls in It* inoccesibility tbe 
marvelous stories of tbs valley of ver - 
dure Into which Mayne Reid’s adventurer* 
only found their way by tbe assistance of, 
the balloon. 

Th- story of th* way in which these cat¬ 
tle came there is as strange as their ex¬ 
istence is curioos. Ovsr twenty years ago 
! when the Government troops were pur - 
{suing the Mormon murderers of th* in* 

1 nooent victim* of th* Mountain Meadow 
mnssacro, the Danitss, or Avenging An¬ 
gels of the Mormons, flsd for their lives 
| Into what was then literally the wilder¬ 
ness. A lew of those who had' been the 
! blindest follower* of Lee. the Mormon 
| fiend incarnate, whose hands were red 
I with the blood of women and children, 
[found in their wandering a pretty valley 
or stream which flow* from the Wasatch 
range into the Green River. They struck 
! their stakes, built their camp fire-, and 
! during the night their sagnclou- 
[ leader had a vi-iun which told him there 
t*4*toy. They could hardly have chosen 
I in all Utah a more fertile or more iso¬ 
lated spot. They called it Ashley, and 
about them have since gathered more of 
their sect, until, whem the refugee* |*>*t. 
ed their pickets on th* lonsly ui rbts of 
the first summer, bn* grown a thriving 
village. It is 140 mile* froon the Union 
Pacific Huilrood, south, and 146 miles 
north of the Rio Grande Western. Un¬ 
til within a few years past It ha- been 
isolated entirely, but now it is but MO* 
miles from tbe Ute reservation, and fur¬ 
nishing supplies for the agency forms 
quite a business for tbs community.

N you would learn how to make njutll 
memn go far, study the wavs of Kho 
North German squirts, the Junkers, as 
•' ■y are called. Among them domestic 
economy is become quite a fine art, and 
iow to make two shillings do the work 
d three is hold a feat to be proud of. 
he canniest of (Scotchmen is a veritable 
orodignl compared with the latter-day 
Junker. 

I once sfient a month in a colony of 
J'nkcbd It was a little health resort 
Ir*rched high up on the sido of a moun- 
taiii, with pine forests nil around. The 
■hicf attraction of the place for Its Ger¬ 
man visitors is that, as it lies tieyond the 
<en of price-raising tourists, the cost of 
- t j!‘ re almost nil. One can stay 
•n the tillage for weeks for w’hat one 
'iiiNt giro in Toronto for a single bonnet. 
I here wiim quite an aristocratic com- 
»wmy assembled there that autumn, some 
twenty Junkers—a grnf, three graflns. 
barons and baronesses, all with high- 
bounding names aud coaFi of urias with 
many quarterlngs. Some of them had 
held office at Court, aud still kept up re¬ 
lations with quite mighty personages; 
while the other* had been debarred from 
enjoying like privileges only by sheer 
hick of money. For they were all more 
or less in poverty, such poverty as is un¬ 
known to Euglish gentlefolk. One baron 
had an income of $150 a year; another 
must live, and for the best of reasons, 
on $175; while a third w'ho was regarded 
as qult«' a wealthy individual, had $750 
a year wherewith to support a large fam¬ 
ily—In a historic cnstle too. One noble 
dame provided food for herself, her hus¬ 
band. and five children on $4 a week; 
Another boasted that she never spent 
more than $2.50 a week on her house¬ 
keeping. A Freifraulein who went to 
Court from tJinn to tltno declured that 
her allownace for clothes was $50 a year: 
and she bad a friend who dressed, and 
quite nicely too, she said, on half that 
sura. “T could manage quite well if it 
were not for shoos,” a golnen-halred little 
baroness confessed. “Oh, I <lo so wish I 
could gffc bare-foot.” 

The Junkers have no false shame with 
regard to their poverty; on tin* contrary, 
they speak about it, even to a stranger, 
in the most open fashion. I once heard 
a beautiful, stately old lady announce, 
In a large com jinny, that ahe hud fore¬ 
sworn afternoon coffee—the thing she 
loved best on earth—as she really could 
not afford to sjsMid twojience a day on 
i luxury, I have known uobleiaen, too. 
in this colony, give as a reason'for not 
going on a walking-tour the fear lest 
hides should come in their boots. Ways 
and inoaiH were discussed there upon all 
occasions, and with un earnestness that 
was almost ghastly. For It seemed ns 
If the whole community were carrying on 
a hand-to-hand struggle to ward off de* 
titiition, were carrying It on, too, with¬ 
out hoj*». Junkers have h marvelous 
js.w-er of shutting their eyes to the reali¬ 
ties of life: hut even they are at length 
alive t<* the fact that every new' year os 
It comes finds them poorer tli%n the year 
before. What little they have is in 
farming land, and in North Germany, as 
elsewhere, such land is decreasing in 
value. “We are all going down in the 
world," one old gentleman informed me; 
“it is only Jews and traders nowadays 
who have money.” And. when I in¬ 
quired w hether nothing could he done t< 
bring about a better state of things, he 
shook his head despairingly.

STONE MEAL SAID TO BE SUPERIOR 
TO FERTILIZERS. 


PUB!/ of thJ Row Material—A Coa- 
«l entail Statement «f tha Propositions 
Urgsd by flsrr Hansol, ih« German 
Chemist—AfrloaDaral Nows and Mis¬ 
cellany. 

A Gorman chemiit, Horr Hansel, has 
startled the European fanners by the 
oold claim that stone meal (natural 
rocks ground to minute fineness) is su¬ 
perior to all other substances as a fer¬ 
tilizer, And he even Attacks the use of 
manure and fertilizers as being: the 
sources of nearly all diseases among the 
human family as we 11 as among animals. 
Although his theory is not accepted by 
many, and is yet to bo given greater 
tests, it is not out of place to present 
his views for the information or those 
who may be interested. It may be stated, 
also, that he has succeeded in attracting 
the attention of the leading agricultural ! 
associations of Germany to his theory, 
and tests have also corroborated his 
claims, stone ineal having given better 
results than manure or Artificial forti 
lizers.

Heusel claims (as is well known) that 
the disintegrated primary rocks contain 
more or less Of potash, soda, lime, mag 
nesia, iron, phosphoric acid, sulphuric 
acid, chlorine, fluorine, silica ana alu¬ 
mina and that our soils aro composed 
of such, the. earthly material from the 
primary rocks, associated with gypsum 
mid lime, in combination with water 
and the atmosphere, under the influence 
of the warmth and light of the sun, in¬ 
ducing tho plants which nourish man 
and beast. He states that the ashes of 
plants show About as much potash and 
soda as lime and magnesia, and that 
potash and soda are not only inter 
changeable but may also be replaced in 
most plaids to a considerable extent by 
lime and*inagnwia, which new theory 
Im proves by witnesses who have tested 
for the purpose of demonstrating it as a 
fact. He also asserts that hydro-car- 
lions, through tho adjunction of earth 
and ammonia, become albumen, and 
that albumen easily undergoes a change 
into tat. as may be seen in cheese, ajid 
as the meat of the ham passes into fat. 

NITROGEN UNNECESSARY. 

It may be g further surprise to bo in¬ 
formed that it is unnecessary to apply 
nitrogen in anv form to the soil, but 
Heusel ass rts that nitrogen in the form 
of carbonate is injurious to plants,’and 
is unnecessary in the soil if tlio soil con¬ 
tains a sufficiency of fixed basic sub- 
-ta'iees (alkalies and alkaline earths), 
as jdunts will easily procure the needed 
nitrogen from tin;*atmosphere, lie re 
lutes the su|)|)OHitiou that stone meal is 
not soluble by referring to the use of 
silica by plants, which is one of the 
most insoluble substances entering into 
the composition of plants, yet there is 
no plajit food which is more jAnitiful, or 
more euslly appropriated bv plants,than 
silica and there, is not a root, a stein, a 
Io it. or fruit which does not contain 
silicic Atfid. 

8TONE MEAL PLENTIFUL. 

It is claimed by Heusel that if farm¬ 
er*, instt ad of removing their stones 
ami rocks, will grind them to an im- 
jtulnable powder, by heating tho rocks 
ami then bivakhig them so as to easily 
grind them, will apply from 500 to 1G' » 
liotinds per acre (or more , thus adding 
to the original soil,the crops will be more 
abundant and of butter quality than 
when fertilizers are used, while the cost 
will be much less. As these substances 
are plentiful they are within the reach 
of all. He admits that farmers will re¬ 
ceive Ins theory (which, however, he 
claims is not a theory, but a fact) with 
doubt, but bo calls upon them to test it 
for thorns lvcs on a small plot,by the sido 
of manured lnnu>.or on land to which 
lertilizers have been applied, and satisfy 
themselves without cost,as with but little 
expense. The views of Heusel cannot be 
given fully on a limited space, but the 
above is presented lor consideration of 
those interested.
